Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see remarks pages 3-4, filed 5 October 2004, with 
respect to claims 1-36 have been fully considered and are persuasive.

1. Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 18, 25 and 31 of the current application teach similar subject matter 
relating to color image reproduction as the prior art Nagae et al. (US. 6198552). 
However, claims 1, 18, 25 and 31 are for the reasons pointed out by Applicant's 
remarks (page 4, 2 nd paragraph). 
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Claims 2-17, 19-24, 26-30, and 32-36 are inherently allowable for reasons of 
depending on an allowable base claim.
